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Report of the President 

During the past year the difficulties besetting intellectual work in Germany and 
Austria have materially increased. If in the preceding year the depreciation of 
German currency made the continuation of intellectual work precarious, the con¬ 
ditions developing after last July, when the German Mark dropped to previously 
unheard of levels, ruined what little remained. When an American book costing 
five dollars had to be paid for with from 30,000 to 40,000 Marks,, when a single 
instrument that, in an American institution costs $30, requires from 180,000 to 
240,000 Marks, German institutions will cease to operate unless help is given by 
foreign countries. What is true of Germany is equally, if not more, true of Austria 
where prices have continued to soar. 

It must be understood that these conditions bring about unemployment for the 
German scientist and artist and for all the many people who are incidentally de¬ 
pendent upon scientific activity. 

Even more serious than the direct economic effects of these conditions, are the 
unavoidable consequences for the future. If the intellectual activities of Germany 
and Austria are allowed to die,, the loss will be felt by the whole world and the 
recovery of these afflicted countries will be long postponed, for it depends upon 
intellectual leadership, upon creative work in science and art. 

Gradually the conviction is spreading that this is a world problem. The former 
premier of Italy, Nitti, has made a strong appeal to American universities asking 
them to come to the support of scientific life in Vienna. The League of Nations has 
issued a call for help for Austrian science and if Germany has not been included in 
the appeal it can only be because of the political character of that body which is 
restricted to action pertaining to members of the League. The efforts made by the 
Scandinavian countries, by Holland and by Switzerland bring noteworthy results, 
and American men of science and American institutions are also awakening to the 
necessity of coming to the rescue of the work of their colleagues. 

The Emergency Society, since the time of its establishment on June 22, 1920, 
has concentrated its whole energies on one aim,, the support of intellectual work in 
Central Europe. The funds contributed to this work during the two and a half 
years of its existence amounted 

In 1920—to $5,340.00 
In 1921—to 13,283.02 
In 1922—to 15,350.72 

The Society expended for support of German and Austrian intellectual work 

During organization—$1,225.00 

In 1920-^ 2,709.10 

In 1921— 10,885.13

Of this amount 73% was allotted to German, 24% to Austrian institutions and 3% 
to the German University at Prag. 

The Emergency Society co-operates with central organizations representing all 
the scientific institutions of Germany and Austria. These are the Notgemeinschaft 
deutscher Wissenschaft and the Notgemeinschaft osterreichischer Wissenschaft. For

German Bohemia the Emergency Society co-operates with the German University of 
Prag. The Notgemeinschaften consist of representatives of all the universities, tech¬ 
nical schools and academies of Germany and Austria. They are managed by rep¬ 
resentatives elected by all the scientists of these countries. The reports collected by 
them setting forth the needs of science are at the disposal of our society and appropria¬ 
tions for support are made after discussion with these organizations. The activity 
of our society is, however, not controlled by the Notgemeinschaften,, but we are in 
close contact with all the scientific circles in Germany, Austria and German Bohemia, 
and form our plans in accordance with the character of reports received. We are 
also assisted by personal reports of members of the society who are travelling in 
Germany and Austria and who are reporting on the conditions which they find. 
I wish to express our particular thanks for such reports received from Professor 
Carl Kayser, Dr. Henry G. Krause, Professor R. C. Schiedt, Dr. Edward Uhlenhuth 
and from our Secretary, Professor F. W. J. Heuser. 

At the present time the following needs must be met: 
in Institutions must be supported in order to make possible cotinuation of their 
work, 

2. The publication of jourals must be made possible in order to make known the 

results of investigations, 

3. Funds must be found for the publication of books, 

4. Foreign literature must be purchased for the use of scientists, 

5. Fellowships for young scientists must be established in order to provide for proper 

development of the new generation of investigators. 

Our Society has taken up three of these five tasks, the support of institutions, 
the maintenance of journals and the establishment of fellowships. The totals of 
these appropriations will be found in the appended statistics. It is quite impossible 
for the Society with its limited membership to help all the institutions which need 
support and therefore a few have been selected to receive assistance from the 
Society. 

In accordance with the wishes of the Notgemeinschaft, institutions have been 
selected which conduct investigations in pure science. These are the Anatomical 
Institute in Wurzburg, the Roentgen Institute in Stuttgart, the Institute for the 
Physical Foundations of Medicine in Frankfurt a. M., the Physiological Institute in 
Halle, the Deutsche Forschungsanstalt fur Psychiatrie in Munich and the Biological 
Institute of the Academy of Sciences in Vienna. Research funds were also ap¬ 
propriated for the German University of Prag and the Universities of Graz and 
Innsbruck. Fifty-seven journals have been supported and eighteen books published. 
Of the journals, a great many would have ceased to exist without the help rendered 
by our Society. So far, only a small beginning has been made with the establishment 
of fellowships. The stipend for an older student should amount to approximately 
fifty dollars annually, that for a Privatdozent to one hundred dollars. Since it is 
quite, impossible for us to select the deserving candidates, the decision in regard 
to this matter is left to the Notgemeinschaften and to the various universities. It is 
one of the most urgent needs of German and Austrian intellectual work that at least 
three-hundred such stipends should be established because the best men who ought 
t .°.^ ar , r ^ on j ntellectual work are compelled to give up their efforts on account of the 
difficulties of meeting the needs of daily life. 

The purchase of American literature for German libraries is a task which has 
been well attended to by the Germanistic Society of America, so that the Emergency 
Society does not use its means for that purpose. 

The problem of providing funds for the publication of new books has not been 
taken up and is a subject of further consideration. 

Up to the present time 260 formal requests for assistance have been received 
from German and Austrian institutions and of these 119 or 45% have been favorably 
acted upon. Among the remaining there are many requests which deserve support

A committee headed by Professor Taylor Starck of Harvard University, which 
contributes to Grimms Worterbuch; 

A committee of American Theologians headed by Professor James Hardy Ropes 
of Harvard University, which has raised money for the publication of the writings 
of the Latin Christian Ecclesiastical writers; 

A committee of Psychologists headed by Professor James Burt Miner of the 
University of Kentucky, which contributes to the support of the Institut fur ange- 
wandte Psychologie in Berlin, and 

A committee of Archeologists headed by Professor Francis W. Kelsey of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan, which contributes to the support of the German Archeological 
Institute at Rome. 

Our sincere thanks are due to the members of these committees for their active 
interest.

Report of the Corresponding Secretary 

The office work of the Society consists in the development of the membership 
and in correspondence with German and Austrian organizations in need of support- 

During the year 1922, a large amount of circular matter was mailed from the 
office of the society. Letters were sent out to persons whose names were suggested 
as likely to join the Society. At a later date these letters were followed up by 
reminders. This correspondence was kept up from January 1st to June 15th and 
222 new members joined the Society. In summer no letters were sent out but the 
work was resumed on October 1st. During the summer 13 new members joined. 
Between October 1st and December 31st, 109 new members were added. 

During the past year the running expenses of the Society were unusually high 
because the attempt was made to recruit members from extensive lists furnished by 
various friends of the Society. These, however, did not yield adequate results. An 
attempt was also made to interest German societies in our work but this met with 
only moderate success. The most promising means of increasing the membership of 
the Society is through our members who are asked from time to time to send in the 
names of those of their friends who are likely to be interested in our work. 

The annual report for the year 1921 was sent out and special reports were sent 
to members, one covering the period from January to April, another one covering 
the period from April to October. The publicity work of the Society and the arrange¬ 
ments for a public lecture were conducted in the office of the Society. 

As a result of correspondence with the Notgemeinschaft and with individuals 
260 formal requests have been received. Of these 119 have been favorably acted upon 
by the Society.
